Twenty minutes later it 
was over the field again and ready to 
he tied to the mast. The huge ship's 
| bulk was dimly outlined by the lights 
| of ships glimmering. in the silvery 
light of a tropical half moon.

Lindbergh about six weeks ago. The

vacations. 

The police said their wire tapping 
system permitted them to hear a wom-

Rebels Wander in Desert. 

The rebels, much of their equip- 
ment and food captured, have been 
left to wander in the long stretches 
of desert. 

Native troops helped win the final 
victors—a desperate three-hour fight 
for a water spring at Tegrift, south 
of the recently occupied oasis of 
Zella and the last remaining source of 
water for the opposing tri¥fesmen. 

One thousand rebel riflemen stub- 
hornly resisted the advance of ar- 
mored cars and Italian treops with 
machine guns, but were finally routed, 
leaving behind 100 dead. Italian 
losses in this fight were five officers 
killed and 200 native soldiers killed 
or wounded, 

This action, resulting in the seiz- 
ure of Tegrift. was part of a broad 
plan of operations to occupy the en- 
tire helt of oases facing the Sahara 
desert and to force the rebels into 
the desert. This final drive began 
February 19, although the maneuvers 
actually began a few months ago. 

Break ‘Through Rear Guard. 

Italians and natives, en route to 
the oasis at Zella which was occu- 
pied Jast week, broke throuch a rebel 
rear guard, killing SO and taking 
scores of prisoners, some machine 
guns, 50 rifles and 150 camels laden 
with foodstuffs. 

Occupation of Zella, which is 400 
miles from the coast town of Misura- 
ta—led to an encounter with 200 
rebels who lost a small field cannon 
and 150 rifles. 

After seizing Zella the Italians ad- 
vanced to ‘egrift. where they were 
met by the force of 1.000 rebels.

RIGHTS OF WORKERS DE- 
CLARED VIOLATED. 

BY WILLIAM GREEN. 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

(‘William Green was born at Coshoc- 
ton, Ohio, in I873. He received his edu- 
cation at public xehools, Green's first 
connection with the labor movement was 
as sub-district president of the Ohio 
diatriet, United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, Which position he held from 1906 
to 18148. He served ae international 
seeretary-treasurer to the United Mine 
Workers of America, from 1913 to 1925. 
Gireen was elected president of» the 
American Federation of Labor in 1924. 
He served as member of the Ohio sen- 
ate for two terms and as a delegate at 
large from Ohio to the democratic na- 

tional convention in 1912.) 


A serious problem confronts labor 


|with regard to the abuse of the writ 
‘of injunction. (If organized labor has 


a right to exist, it should be permitted 
If it has no right to ex- 
ist it ought to be limited by proper 
legislation and not through the courts. 


The conspiracy clause of the Sher- | 
’ man anti-trust act was never meant to, 


apply to labor disputes in the way it 
is now being applied. It simply has 
been broadened by the courts them- 
selves: if we attempt a boycott we 
are immediately enjoined under the 
conspiracy clause. 

We are not opposed to injunctions 
to restrain violence; but we are op- 
posed to injunctions that in times of 
industrial disputes make criminal 
deeds or acts of workingmen that 
otherwise would be peaceful industrial 
acts. 

Effort is being made to strip labor 
of its economic strength and power 
through the courts. We are being at- 
tacked at the weakest point in our 
social structure—where conditions of 
laber are unbearable, discontent is 
prevalent, and unemployment stalks, 
and where he who advocates an im- 
ported philosophy is attempting to 
snhvert and destrhy government. 

I know of no force in America that 
is fanning the flames of discontent 
to a greater degree than the use of

In Department 41 Years. 


For 41 years, Stewart has sat in 
the labor department and watched em- 
ployment charts rise and fall. More 
than 46 years of his life have been 
devoted to the study of labor statistics 
and he is credited with a knowledge 
of employment conditions held by no 
other person. 

“I have watched this crisis  ap- 
proaching for years,” he said, “It is 
not created by a slump in the nation’s 
production nor prosperity but is caused 
by more efficient machinery and man- 
ufacturing methods. 

“Every machine that is built to do 
the work of four men throws three 
men out of work. Of course new in- 
dustries are created and production 
increased to absorb part of the sur- 
plus labor but sooner or later we will 
reach the saturation point.
